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DISARMAMENT - 

AFTER MARTIN EXPRESSED SURPRISE THAT COSPONSORS (SWEDEN, 

MEXICO) SUDDENLY CIRCULATED RESOLUTION ON REDUCTION OF MILI- 
TARY EXPENDITURES WITHOUT CONSULTING US ON THE TEXT, 

HAMILTON (SWEDEN) EXPRESSED REGRET, SAID MEXICO INSISTED 
ON INCLUDING ELEMENTS SWEDES KNEW WOULD BE DIFFICULT FOR 
US, AND SWEDEN WAS NOT STRONG ENOUGH AMONG NON-ALIGNED 
TO RESIST MEXICAN DEMANDS. SWEDES DECIDED TO GET TEXT OUT 
IN THE OPEN AS QUICKLY AS POSSIBLE TO FORESTALL FURTHER ADDITIONS 
OR CHANGES, HE EXPLAINED. 

CANADIANS REPORTED THAT WHEN ASKED ABOUT THE IMPORT OF 
GISCARD STATEMENT CONCERNING CCD, MISTRAL (FRANCE) RESPONDED 
THAT THE FRENCH "HAVE NOTHING AGAINST THE CCD, BUT WE CANNOT 
ACCEPT THE (US-SOVIET) CO-CHAIRMANSHIP." MISTRAL THOUGHT 
THE PROBLEM OF ENDING THE CO-CHAIRMANSHIP LAY PRIMARILY 
WITH THE SOVIETS. CANADIANS URGED DIRECT US APPROACH TO THE 
FRENCH TO DETERMINE CONDITIONS THAT WOULD ENALBE THEM

SWEDES GAVE DELOFF REVISED VERSION OF THEIR RESOLUTION CALLING

OTHER CHANGES, IT CONTAINS A PREAMBULAR PARAGRAPH RECOGNIZING

IATING FORA" (APPARENTLY DESIGNED TO RESPOND TO FEARS THAT THE 
REVIEW WILL DAMAGE THE CCD). AT INDIAN REQUEST, THERE IS 
A NEW PARAGRAPH INVITING VIEWS AND SUGGESTIONS BY MAY 1, 1976 
ON STRENGTHENING THE ROLE OF THE UN IN THE DISARMAMENT FIELD. 

YUNUS (PAKISTAN) EXPRESSED STRONG HOPE US WOULD BE ABLE TO 
SUPPORT THE LATEST VERSION OF PAKISTANI DRAFT RESOLUTION ON 
SECURITY ASSURANCES. IRAN AND EGYPT ARE DEVELOPING A RESOLUTION ON 
THE MIDDLE EAST NUCLEAR-WEAPON-FRE ZONE, BUT USDEL UNDERSTANDS 
SOME ARAB DELEGATIONS ARE RESISTANT TO THE PRESENT DRAFT 
AND THAT IT CAN BE EXPECTED TO UNDERGO CHANGES. (CONF-

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FOLLOWING THE ADOPTION OF THE UK-CARIBBEAN RESOLUTION

OSITION PARTY CONGRESSMAN AND FORMER AMBASSADOR IN WASHINGTON) 
INFORMED USDEL THAT GOG MAY FORMALLY REQUEST USG HELP IN 
CONVINCING THE UK TO COME UP WITH A NETOTIATING PACKAGE 
IN NEW YORK PRIOR TO THE PLENARY VOTE ON THE BELIZE 
QUESTION. RICHARDSON(UK) TOLD USDEL THAT, WHILE HE IS UNAWARE
